RECALL THREATS OF ENRIGHT 


Two Ctiicage labor leaders anticipate in- 
dictment by the federal grand jury at Indian- 
apolis, Ind., which is investigating the vari- 
ous ramifications of the McNamara case. 
They have prepared to furnish beil in the 
event of their indictment and arrest. 

These two men sought advice from a gov- 
ernment official here upon learning they 
are likely to be involved in the nation wide 
dynamite plot which was carried into execu- 
tion by the McNamara brothers Following 
the interview both procured bondsmen and 
decided to oppose any attempt to extradite 
them to Indianapolis for trial. 

Reports were current last night that out 
of the thirty mdietments drawn yesterday 
by the grand jury seven entengled Chicago 
labor chiefs. The labor officials said they 
had nothing to fear, as Chicago unions were 
in no way implicated irt the explosions. 


Investigate Board of Trade Fire. 

Coupled with the activities of the Indian- 
apolis grand jury into the methods of the 
Structural Iron Workers’ union its an in- 
vestigation in Chicago into the cause of the 
fire which destroyed the Open Board of Trade 
bullamg on Dec. 19 of last year. This build- 
ing was the home of many labor organiza- 
tions, including the Chicago Federation of 
Labor. ath 

Fur the laat three weeks 
“the department of justice have been search- 
ing the ashes of the burned buliding. Valu- 
able records which threw light on the Me- 
Namara bomb outrages are believed by the 
investigators to have been destroyed. 

John Fitzpatrick,. president of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, said during the day 
that no records of that federation were 
burned. He asserted that all of the papers 
were in the vault, which was found intact 
after the fire. 

E. N. Nockele, secretary of the local fed- 
eration, is said to have expected a cali to 
appear before the grand jury in Indianapolis, 
but he was not called. He said yesterday 
the union records were intact. 


Believes Records Destroyed. 

While the investigation is being made 
Judge George A. Carpenter is holding the 
federal grand jury. The jury was sched- | 
uled to have been discharged a month ago. 
It is said the department of justice believes 
papers were destroyed by the fire which 
would reveal the complete operation of the 
dynamite plot Government agents at In- 
Gianapolls secured thee information,’ it is 


said. 

Neither the police nor Fire Attorney Sul- 
livan has been able to deterntine the cause 
of the fire. It happened on the night of 
the day upon which Moss Enright was re- 
moved from the Cook county jail to the state 
penitentiary. Enright was convicted of the 
murder of Vincent Altman and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

A few days before Enright was taken to 
the penitentiary he declared he was not 
guilty. He said he had been railroaded into 
the prison for life that men higher up in 
the labor movement might be protected. He 
issued a challenge to these men, saying that 
he would tell the secrets of organized labor 
in Chicago if the unions did not get him out of 


his “ predicament.” 


BIG HAUL IN DYNAMITE INQUIRY. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 2.—District Attor- 
ney Charies W. Miller today continued his 
work on the forms of the thirty or more in- 
dictments which, it is reported, the federal 
grand jury will vote on next Tuesdey at the 
conclusion of the government's investiga- 
tion into the dynamite conspiracy. 

It is said if any arrests are to follow they 
will be made simultaneously three or four 
days after the jury reports. 

The delay will permit the sending of papers 
to the federal districts in which any accused 
men are known to be.

The dinner and reception was in honor of 
George Bahkmeteff, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, and his wife, who is a sister of Mrs.

INDICATES COLLUSION IN 1910 


A telegram from the Boston agent of the 
National Packing company giving prices 
and marging of profit and loss for each of 
the four big packing houses and addressed 
to “ Patterson, Munnecke, Tilden.” yester- 
day was introduced as evidence by the gov- 
ernmeht in the beef trust trial. 

The communication was dated July 16, 1910, 
and is the only identified document of the 
sort falling in the period named in the in- 
dictments. It is less than two months be- 
fore the grand jury returned the indict- 
ments. The names mentioned are those of 
L. B. Patterson vice president and head of the 
beef department of the National Packing 
company: V. H. Munnecke, his assistant, 
and Edward Tilden, president of the com- 
pany. The last is one of the ten defendants, 
and this ie the first time his name has been 
brought so closely into the government's 


case.

Three additional names were added to the 
national Roosevelt commifteé, as the chiefs 
of organization in their respective states.

This 
makes thirteen states where the active work 
of organization for Roosevelt his been in- 
augurated. 

Dwight Lawrence, treasurer of the na- 
tional Roosevelt committee, reported to the 
executive committee that there had been an 
instant response to the request for popular 
subscriptions to a fund to maintain the 
Roosevelt organization work. 

We have received more than $100 today, 
the largest subscription being 38.“ Mr. 
Lawrence bald. The money is coming from 
all sections of the country, the amounts de- 
ing accompenied by letters expressing the 
greatest enthusiasm in the work of crystal- 
lizing the Roosevelt sentiment.”

Philadejphia, Pa., Feb. 2.-Col. George 
Harvey, editor of Harper's Weekly, was a 
guest tonight at a banquet at which Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson was one of the principal

“If a Democrat is. to be elected president 
of the United States I hope it will be Wood- 
row Wülson.“ was one of Senator La Fol- 
lette’s statements. 

Gov. Wilson declared the constitution can- 
not grow old fashioned, but some men can 
show they are old fashioned in their way of 
applying its principles. He declared he is 
| m favor of steering by principles of govern- 
ment and not by forms of government and 
said, although he is a firm believer in the 
representative form of government, yet when 
it ceases to represent the people some other 
form must be found to correct it. 


Two Theories of Government 
“ There are.two theories of government, * 
he said. ‘‘ There are some people who be- 
lieve that those who have the biggest mate- 
rial stake in the development of the country 
should guide its government. I have heard

He quoted at length from the bill of rights 
to show that all power was vested in and con- 
sequently derived from the people even be- 
fore the constitution was adopted. 

In state after state,” he said, “ where ‘the 
legislatures will not act for them, the people 
are seeking a means of recovering the direct 
power of the common judgment.” 


Wants Sherman Law Anitended. 

Senator La Follette in his address said or- 
ganization of combinations had ‘increased 
frém 1888 to 1908 from $3,784,000,000 to 681. 
672,000,000. He gave as a panacea for this 
evil the amendment of the Sherman law, 
in which he urged the enactment of specific 
prohibitions ageinst well known practices 
that constitute unreasonable | restraint of 
trade. 

“One of these, he said, ° is the brutal 
method of the Standard Ou company of cut- 
ting prices in any place where there is a 
competitor in order to kill him off, while 
keeping up prices in other places. 

„Another is the club wielded by the to- 
baceo trust, which put the jobbers in the po- 
sition where unless they refrained from buy- 
ing of a competitor they could not get from 
the trust the brands which were indispen- 
sable to the successful conduct of their husi- 
ness. 

There is need of s commission to stand 
between the people and the courts in order to 
investigate the facts and prohi 
sonable restraints not specifically described 
in the law.”

CRASH DURING PRACTICE.

LONDON, Feb. 2--The submarine boat 
A-8 was sunk in a collision with its parent 
ship, the Hazard, off the south coast of the 
Ile of Wight early today, and all of the 
submarine’a crew of fourteen’ men were 
drowned. 

The collision occurred during practice. A 
slight haze hung over the water. The sub- 
marine went down like a stone immediately 
after the collision, giving the crew no chance 
for escape. The submarine was indulging 
in diving and torpede practice. It was par- 
tially submerged when in some unexplained 
way the Hazard, steaming at good speed, 
crashed into it. The Hazard’s sharp bow 
cut through the submarine’s side.

The Hazard lowered boats at once and life 
buoys were thrown inte the sea, but not a 
member ot the submarine’s crew Was seen.

Germany Urges Pledge Against 
Individual Action in the 
Chinese Crisis. 


SEES STRENGTH IN UNITY. 


Agreement of Nations Might Pre- 
vent Necessity for Any 
Intervention.

BERLIN, Feb. 2.—According to authori- 
tative views expressed here, the moment 
has arrived in the Chinese situation when 
& joint agreement by all the interested 
powers, including ‘Japan and the United 
States, pledging themselves to take no step 
in China, except in common, is desirable, 
and even necessary. 

Russia, Japan, and the other powers, to 
whom intentions of fishing in the troubled 
Chinese waters for their own advantage have 
been attributed, have promptly denied the 
insinuations, but it is realized here that 
the danger of intervention is growing 
steadily the longer the revolution continues. 

Germany for Concerted Action. 

Germany, it may be said, does not look 
with favor upon the possibility of separate 
action, either by an individual power or a 
group of powers. Ite objections to such a 
move are self evident. . 

Germany believes the existence of a pledge 
by the powers to act only in concert in 
China might prevent any necessity of active 
intervention, especially if the powers gave 
the necessary weight to theit representa- 
tions at Peking and Shanghai. f 

It has not been ascertained whether such 
an agreement has been. propesed to the 
powers.

and Fascinating. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. a 
OVERS of robust fiction will have gen- 
uine satisfaction in reading Anne 
Douglas Sedgwick'’s “ TANTE,” her 
latest and perhaps her most remark- 
able novel (the Century company). 
And by robust fiction I do not mean highly 
romantic and exciting fiction, but fiction with 
substantial ideas. strong character delinea- 
— and a mellow and humorous view of 

e. 

Tante is a character study, but it is 
one which reaches the full proportions of a 
novel, for the reason that the dominating 
personage becomes the nucleus of a stirring 
human story, and, indeed, during her varied 
and amazing life she was the center of 
many a drama. 

She was known to a world which delighted 
to prostrate itself at her feet—the world of 
music lovers—as Mme.

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Music and Drama 


Orchestra Introduces 


a Remarkable Pianist. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
ILHELM BACHAUS was intro- 
duced to the music lovers of Chi- 
cago at yesterday's Thomas matinée, 
achieving a pronounced success 
with his performance of the Grieg A 
minor concerto. His art as it found reveal- 
ment yesterday may be summed up in the 
word virtuoso. He possesses a remarkable 
dexterity and a wonderful command of tonal 
volume and variety. His interpretation was 
marked by taste, vigor, and authority; by a 
lively sense of his duty in the matter of senti- 
mental values; by little poetry and less imag- 
ination. On the cther hand, his playing is 
free from all hint of vulgar mechanical dis- 
play, except as his limitless facility may 
tempt him to select tempi that are over quick. 
This tendency was manifested in the last 
movement of the concerto and in the 
Paganini-Lisat Campanella,“ which was 
offered as an encore. The latter was deliv- 
ered with machinelike accuracy and. the 
pianist made occasion to exploit his remark- 
able trill. But of its mood picturing possibili- 
ties as they have found revealment by Busoni! 
and Hofmann he took no account. It is, of 
course, impossible to attempt a final esti- 
mate of this young man’s ability from so su- 
perficial a composition as the Grieg concerto, 
even though it was supplemented by La 
Campanella," but one may record the evi- 
dences of technical command, of taste, and 
of musicianship advanced and testify to the 
interest they inspire in his forthcoming ap- 
pearancés in recital. 


> 
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Arne Oldbers's “ Festival Overture was 
the most important orchestral number. It 
is a fine piece of writing: its themes are 
colored with a certain academic atmos- 
Phere that adds dignity but escapes all hint 
of dryness; the score is of splendid contra- 
puntal texture and the orchestral resources 
are handled with great. facility and admir- 
able effect. The audience was enthusiastic, 
and Mr. Oldberg was recalled many times. 
Chadwick's “ Symphonic Suite,“ which 
heard for the first time, reveals a deliberate 
effort to lift the idiom of popular American 
music to higher artistic levels without sau- 
rificing salient characteristics. The com- 
poser has met with much the same success 
that rewarded Grieg in a similar effort with 
Norwegian folkmusic, and he is served by 
a far greater command of the technic of 
his art. 

The first movement is interesting; the sec- 
ond is trivial; humor and clever orchestral 
effect recommend the third movement, and 
the finale is cheerful. A message of profound 
significance is to be discovered nowhere, 
and one feels that Mr. Chadwick was amply 
rewarded in receiving the first prise from 
the National Federation of Musical Clubs 
in 1910. Two superficial bits of orchestral 
color from Richard Strauss’ Aus Italien 
concluded the program, which will be re- 
peated this evening. 


* 
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Thursday evening, in Orchestra hall, the 
Irish Choral society gave what must be re- 
corded as the best concert of its rather varied 
career. Thanks to the talents and experi- 
ence of Daniel Protheroe, its new conductor, 
the organization in a few months has ad- 
vanced to a condition of proficiency that 
should establish it permanently among the 
principal choruses of the city. Two ar- 
rangements of old Irish airs by Mr. Protheroe 
and Sullivan’s The Long Day Closes ’”’ 
were sung with that admirable balance of 
parte that constitutes a choral tone, and 
with such tasteful employment of contrast 
that the audience was moved to enthusiastic 
expressions of approval. The soloist of the 
evening was Mrs. Ora M. Fletcher, who dis- 
played a delightfully fresh and sympathetio 
soprano volte, well schooled in the difficul- 
ties of coloratura, which were endowed with 
unusual musical significance by reason of 
her musical taste and intelligence.

PERSONAL QUARANTINE. 
Suppose that smallpox were to strike your 
home. Immediately you would be quaran- 
‘tined. No one would de permitted to 
leave the house, Thus the smallpox germs 
would de prevented from spreading. In 
this way epidemics of the disease are averted. 
Colds, grip, and tuberculosis might be 
stamped out just as easily if we could quar- 
antine the homes of personé suffering from 
these maladies. But this is impossible. 
Nearly every other home would have to be 
shut up. The next best thing is a personal 
quarantine. 
When you have d cold dr the erp try te 
bonne the germs to yourself. Usually they 
leave you by the nose or mouth in breathing, 
sneesing, spitting, or coughing. Therefore, 
avoid sitting close to people and talking 
directly into their faces. When you are 
obliged to sneeze, spit, or cough, hold a 
handkerchief to your face. Use paper hand- 
kerchiefs and then burn them.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2—([Special.}]— 
Chicago women were largely responsible 
for persuading President Taft to recommend 
an international investigation of the cost 
ef living, which he did today in the message 
he sent to congress. 

Congress probably will act favorably on 
the president's proposal that an international 
conference on the study of the problem be 
arranged by negotiations between the United 
States and foreign governments. He believes 
a comprehensive and detailed inquiry into 
the increase in the cost of living in all civ- 
ilized countries would disclose the actual 
causes which have been puzzling economists 
for several years. 

The suggestion that there be an interna- 
tional investigation of the question was made 
to President Taft in December by a delega- 
tion of women headed by Jane Addams of 
Chicago. In the delegation were many of 
the economists who were attending the meet- 
ing of the association for the advancement 
ef science. 

Immediately thereafter Chicago women’s 
organizations sent to the president detailed 
‘arguments urging him to bring the matter 
to the attention of congress and of other 
mations. Afte® consulting with Commis- 
sioner of Labor Neill, the president included 
the re endation in his message.

The president in his message commends the 
proposition for an international conference 
on the high cost of living and says: 

“I therefore recommend that, to enable 
the president to invite foreign governments 
to such a conference, to be held at Wash- 
ingtoh or elsewhere, the congress provide 
an appropriation, not to exceed $20,000, to 
defray the expenses of preparation and of 
participation by the United States. 

“The numerous investigations on the sub- 
ject, official or other, already made in vo- 
rious countries (euch as Austria, Belgium, 
Canada, Denmark, France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Italy, the Netherlands, and the 
United States) have themselves strongly 
demonstrated the need of further study of 
worldwide scope. -
